SCHOOL RHPORT.

In reporting to the citizens of Atkinson the condition of their pub- 
lic schools for the school year of 1884 and 1885, it becomes my pleas- 
ing duty to congratulate the several prudential committees, and the 
parents and guardians of the scholars attending, on what has been so 
pleasantly and so successfully accomplished. In general it may be 
said that the schools have been kept in good order, and that the 
progress made has been all that could reasonably be expected. 
The work of three of the teachers employed, has been described in 
reports of previous years; and, perhaps, it is enough to say that, this 
year, they maintained the good reputation which they had earned. 
In regard to the other two, it is a pleasure to report the most happy 
results of their first attempts at teaching. They achieved a decided 
success in their respective schools. 

It seems, however, to your committee a matter of regret, that the 
money raised for schools in this town, should not be expended on 
one graded school of a high order, which should be kept three terms 
in the year; while some provision be made for the primary scholars, 
during the summer months, near their homes; but as this matter 
has often been brought before you, I will not attempt to discuss it in 
this report. .

This was Miss Noyes’ first attempt at teaching and her success 
was eminently satisfactory. She brought to her school a large share 
of enthusiasm, and devoted herself with much painstaking assiduity 
to the improvement of the pupils under her care. All who would 
learn made good progress. At the examination, at the close of the 
second term, the committee was pleased to notice that care had been 
taken to instruct the children, as the law requires, respecting the 
- pernicious effects of alcohol and tobacco. 


DISTRICT NO. 2.

Teacher, Miss Mary E. Eaton. 

Two terms, the first of 11, and the second of 12 weeks. Whole 
number of pupils first term 18, second 17. Number of scholars in the 
studies pursued: reading 17, spelling 17, penmanship 14, arithmetic 
17, physiology 1, grammar 2, geography 8, English composition 2, 
vocal music 17. 

Visits to this school: by superintending committee 5, prudential 
committee none, parents and citizens 25, others 6. Wages paid 
teacher $24; miscellaneous expenses $4.55 ; no unexpended money } 
cost per scholar about $9.50. 

In regard to this school, the points to be particularly noticed are 
good order, the quietness of the pupils and their evident pleasure in 
their daily tasks. The greater number of them made very commen- 
dable progress. At the examination at the close of the second term, 
their recitations—single pieces and dialogues—were worthy of note. 

Miss Eaton has the happy faculty of securing the love and good- 
will of her pupils.

miscellaneous expenses $8.40; no unexpended money ; expense per 
scholar about $7.50. 

Of the money expended $31.45 was raised otherwise than by ap- 
propriation received from the town. 

his school was distinguished by the enthusiasm with which Miss 
Noyes was able to inspire her pupils Much good work was done 
by the greater share of them. Some that had never before given very 
satisfactory evidence of progress in their studies, really began to try 
to do something. It should be noticed also, that vocal music was 
made a specialty and with good success. It was unfortunate that 
the teacher should have been providentially called away from her 
work before the close of her second term; but Miss Messer, although 
entering upon the task under peculiar disadvantages, completed 
that which had been left unfinished, and succeeded in securing good 
order, so that at the close, ber pupils passed a very creditable ex- 
amination.

Two terms of 9 and 13 weeks respectively. Whole number of pupils 
first term 7, second 9. Number of scholars in the studies pursued :

grammar 3. 

Visits to this school: by superintending committee 5, prudential 
committee none, parents and citizens, 19. . Wages paid, $24; mis- 
cellaneous expenses $3.75 ; remaining unexpended, none; expense 
per scholar about $17. 

Miss Green succeeded admirably in her school, although young 
and without previous experience in teaching. The order maintained 
was perfect, and the recitations showed a thoroughness of prepara- 
tion quite exceptional. Nearly every scholar made very marked 
progress.

scholar about $11. 

In the proper government of this school were involved some diffi- 
culties not noticed in the others. One or two scholars by thought- 
less, or other behavior, occasioned the teacher no inconsiderable in- 
convenience ; but Miss Chase labored patiently, and with great 
fidelity, and was rewarded with a very commendable degree of suc- 
cess. 

Of scholars over five years of age, the number attending school in 
the whole town, has been seventy-five. To this number must be 
added five children, out of school age. In the opinion of your 
committee, the sending of children under five years of age, imposes 
an unnecessary burden upon the teacher, is a positive injury to the 
school, and of ne good to the little wee things, that are thus for a 
few hours of the day disposed of by being put under the care of 
somebody else. 

The select men of this town reported in 1884, seventy-three school 
children—thirty-seven males, thirty-six females. None of proper 
school-age have been reported as attending no school; neither any 
persons between the ages of fourteen and twenty-one, who are un- 
able to read and write. ,
